This communication is responsive to the Office Communication dated July 17, 2006, 
concerning the above-referenced patent application. 

The July 17 th Communication indicates that Applicants' amendment and response of 
April 20, 2006, is acknowledged and entered. However, the Communication indicates that the 
April 20 th response "was not fully responsive to the prior Office Action," because "applicants' 
election of species (b) is confusing with regard to the number of 'biologic material' since 
applicant elected 'ONE' as the number of biologic material and also elected 'PROTEIN' as the 
additional biological material." The Communication requests clarification of the election. 

Applicants clarify their prior response by noting that virus is the biological material and 
no additional biological materials, other than the virus, are present. In other words, there is no 
"additional biological material" present according to subsection (b) on page 8 of the Office 
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Action mailed March 20, 2006. Thus, Applicants elect (a) "virus" as a biological material, (b) 
"zero" as the number of additional biological materials, (c) "plastic" as the substrate, (d) 
"inorganic" as the species of molecule, and (e) "sugar" as the type of stabilizer.
